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In this ftatement lord Folkfione 
certainly expreffed himfelf with can- 
dour and fenfibility; he confidered 
mifs Tayior an injured perfon, in 
confequence of the ftri€t examination 
which had been neceffarily impofed, 
which muft have giyen a fab to her 
credit, by expofing her family.
